It  is  not  hard  to  imderstand  why 
exercise  and  cutting  down  on  the 
amount  of  food  oaten  wUl  reduce 
wei^t 

If  you  are  willing  to  take  a  good 
brisk  walk  for  an  hour,  play  a  game 
of  golf  or  tennis,  exercLse  In  a  gym- 
nasium, or  do  other  physical  work, 
you  might  easily  lose  as  much  as 
one-half  to  one  pound  in  weight. 

If  in  addition  to  this  exercise  you 
decided  to  cut  down  your  food  In- 
take by  one-half  to  one  poimd  a 
day,  you  would  thus  be  Just  one- 
half  to  one  pound  lighter  in  weight. 

As  you  know,  a  certain  amount  of 
food  is  needed  for  the  ordinary 
work  of  the  body,  but  exercise  uses 
up  a  great  deal  more.  Also  a  oar- 
tain  amount  of  food  la  needed  to 
keep  up  tha  animal  heat  of  the 
body,  but  a  great  deal  more  food  is 
eaten  than  is  needed  for  the  pur- 
pose. Thu.s  by  exercising,  and  cut- 
ting down  on  food,  no  extra  fat  is 
likely  to  be  stored  in  the  body. 

If  there  is  aheady  fat  aterad  in 
the  body,  exardaa  and  ratfnetion  in 
food  intake  tiffl  oa«ia  thig  fat  to  be 
uaed  both  for  tba  wwHit  tad  for 
heat  and  energy. 

Although  thL-»  l.s  the  ideal  method 
of  weight  reduction,  there  are  cases, 
especially  in  those  who  are  at.  or 
past  middle  age,  when  severe  exer- 
cise is  not  considered  safe,  and  re- 
duction of  weight  must  be  aooom- 
piished  entirely  by  tha  radnetlea  in 
the  food  intake. 

However,  even  in  heart,  kidney  or 
Mood  veaael  ailments,  your  doctor 
win  tell  you  that  mild  exercise,  such 
as  walking,  will  be  of  great  beneflt 
to  the  system  in  addition  to  helping 
to  reduce  weight.  It  strengthens 
the  heart,  improves  the  circulation 
of  the  blood  so  that  tissues  are 
maintained,  and  wastes  removed 
more  readily. 

The  main  point,  then,  about  aaer- 
clse  is  that  if  the  patient  ia  under 
forty  and  ii  oonatderably  overweight, 
that  iar  fifteen  pounds  or  over, 
vigorous  exercise  should  be  takrn 
because  the  heart,  kidneys  and 
blfKHl  vrs.srLs  arr  able  to  Stand  It. 
Of  cour.se  If  there  should  be  any  or- 
ganic trouble,  only  light  exercLse 
should  be  talcen  and  more  depend- 
enro  placed  OA  ttdwalng  the  food 

in;  ako. 

If  over  forty  years  of  age,  then 
golfing,  walking,  light  callsthanica 
and  swimming  ia  boat  m  avlm- 
mlng,  particularly  if  the  individual 
pan  really  swim,  the  effect  upon 
the  heart  is  less  than  In  exercises 
such  as  walking  or  golfing,  where 
the  body  Is  in  th;'  erect  pasitlon. 

One  of  the  mLi^fakes  being  made 
recently  l.s  in  playmfr  badminton. 
This  game  has  Uken  hold  the  past 
few  years,  although  thirty  yfars 
ago  it  had  a  small  but  Apthuaiaatie 
following. 

It  is  a  splendid  game,  really  in- 
door  tennis,  and  if  played  properly 
calls  for  a  great  expenditure  of 
energy  ta  a  short  time.  This  makes 
it  an  ideal  game  for  the  young  and 
vigorous  or  for  the  seasoned  tennis 
players  even  If  of  middle  age. 

However,  in  some  clubs  men  and 
women  of  middle  age,  or  past  mid- 
dle age.  seeing  this  aimplo  but 
[x>pular  game  for  tha  fliat  Vmm,  da- 
cide  to  play  it.  Zn  aMUqr  eaaes 
these  man  and  women  hove  never 
playad  any  gamea  or  have  not 
played  for  years,  and  they  try  bad- 
mtatoo  as  a  pleasant  fans  m  oer- 
else  to  reduce  weight. 

Now  next  to  basketball  tennis  is 
perhap.<i  the  hardeat  game  known.

■'cunningness  and  brUliaace  of  pro- 
tectionists." 

Canada  waa  binding  its  hands  In 
treaty  negotiations  with  foreign 
countries,  said  Mr.  Malftftlm,  It 
could  not  seek  the  rich  trade  of  the 
Orient  becauaa  no  reciprocal  tariff 
eoneaaaiana  eould  be  ofTered  Japan 
and  OUna,  "and  remember,  the 
British  Empire  alone  cannot  con- 
-sume  Canada's  wheat,  lumber, 
nickel,  aluminum,  paper  and  a  half- 
dozen  other  commodities."  Tlie 
problem  facing  the  country  was  to 
opeh  world  markets,  yet  the  treaty 
added  to  this  difficulty. 

PREDICTS  DISASTER 

Hon.  Ernest  Lapwlnte.  former 
Minister  of  Justice,  said  the  Oov- 
ernment,  in  negotiating  the  treaty 
with  the  United  Kingdom,  waa  fol- 
lowing its  general  policy  of  "in- 
tetulfying  the  world  crisis  and  sap- 
ptag  the  strength  of  the  nation."  It 
was  a  policy  fraught  with  dl.sajster, 
not  only  to  Canada  but  to  the  Em- 
pire. 

The  debate  went  on  all  day,  with 
Henry  Brouassa,  Quebec  Independ- 
ent, hammering  away  at  both  par- 
ties; Hon.  W.  R.  MotherweU,  former 
Agricultural  Minister,  attaddng  the 
wheat  and  baoon  provialona  of  the 
treaty,  and  othara  addinff  ttaair  eon- 
trlbutions. 

"The  smug  self-assurance  of  free 
traders'  was  the   subject  of  com- 
R.  J  Manlon.  They 
always  appeared  quite  satisfied  that 
they  were  right. 

NO  oonriON 
Both  Mr.  Lapolnte  and  the  leader 
of  the  Oppcsition  appeared  to  think 
that  Oreat  Britain  had  bean  co- 
erced into  making  the  igiaauiaut, 
continued  Mr.  Manlon. 

"Well,  I  would  lUta  to  know  whan 
Oreat  Britain  ever  allowed  herself 
to  be  coerced,"  he  commented.  The 
attitude  taken  by  Brltl.sh  .statesmen 
who  had  attended  the  conference,  in 
speeches  made  sub.sequenl  to  the 
meeting,  did  not  Indicate  that  Great 
Britain  felt  she  had  been  coerced  or 
forced  into  doing  something  she  did 
not  want  to  do.

"One  important  ob- 
ject we  liad  in  View  was  to  sell  more 
of  our  goods,  and  if  we  did  get  a 
nttle  the  better  of  the  bargabi,  I 
don't  know  that  we  ahould  quarrel 
with  ouraalvea."  Ha  waa  not  saying 
that  Canada  had  neceaaarily  got  the 
beat  of  the  bargain.

SUCCESS  ADMITTED 

"Pair-minded  Canadians  tfiiough- 
out  Canada  admit  the  sneoaoa  of 
this  agreement  and  want  it  given  a 
fabr  trial."  aald  tha  speaker.

Attorneys  'Winiam  Tucker  and 
Kwlng  D.  colvln,  giving  evidence 
earlier  In  the  pcooaadlina,  taatlllad 
they  had  both  aam  Hm  atoek  ear- 
tlflcate  for  2,190  aharas  of  bank 
stock,  alleged  to  have  been  pledged 
as  collateral  for  a  loan,  and  that 
the  certlflcata  waa  In  the  name  of 
Charles  E.  Walters.  Stuart  Hen- 
derson, counsel  for  Mr.  Walters, 
produced  the  certincate  In  question, 
and  it  was  shown  to  have  been 
Issued  to  the  Bankers'  Holding 
Corporation.  Mr.  Tucker  admitted 
he  might  have  been  mlataken,  but 
Mr.  Colvln  waa  ppalttva  tha  carttfl- 
oate  waa  In  the  name  of  the 
accused. 

The  warrant  charging  Charles 
Walters  and  hi.s  son,  Ralph,  with 
Brand  larceny,  waa  made  on  the 
Information  of  Merton  Moses,  of 
Auburn.  Washington,  who  olakns  he 
purchased  $2,450  worth  Of  atOCk  in 
the  Bankers'  Holdhig  Oorporatloo, 
and  that  ha  waa  panuadad  to 
layaat  lu  the  wwimay  ay  fUM  fare- 
tenoea  pn  the  part  of  Charles 
Walters  and  his  son.  The  transac- 
tion took  place  in  December,  1929, 
and  at  that  time  the  corporation 
was  alleged  U)  be  controlled  by 
Charle.s  Walters  The  corporation 
wa.s  orRanized  for  the  purpose  of 
huvliiK  nut  or  controlling  other 
banks  in  the  State  of  Washington. 
Federal  authorities  allege  that  the 
stock  of  the  banka  undar  oontrol  of 
the  eorporatlan  had  been  pledged 
for  loaas  made  to  the  corporation. 
STILL    HAS  STOCK 

Henry  A.  Br\jenn,  president  of 
the  First  State  Bank  of  Bremerton, 
was  a  witness  yesterday.  He  Mild 
he  had  purchased  $8,750  of  stock  of 
the  Banker*'  CorporaUon  for  the 
purpoae  of  aeeurlng  a  position  aa 
cashlfcr  of  the  Bremerton  Bank. 
He  had  also  been  retained  by  the 
corporation  to  solicit  other  banks 
to  come  Into  the  Holding  Corpora- 
tion, but  found  they  would  not 
come  in  when  they  learned  that 
fifty  share.s  of  the  corporation  were 
to  be  held  as  management  stock 
and  the  balance  of  250,000  ahaics 
was  nonvoUng.  Ke  left  tha  cor- 
poration when  he  diaoovered  that 
stock  was  being  sold  to  bank  de- 
positors. He  ako.  aUtad  ha  had  a 
contract  with  Mr.  Walters  that  the 
corporation  would  repurcliase  his 
stock  at  three  months'  not  ire  He 
still  ha.s  the  .stock,  he  Ipstified 

Mr.  Bruenn  .said  that  he  did  not 
purchase  the  st«ck  in  the  corpora- 
tion until  after  he  had  satisfied 
hlm.sclf  that  the  transaction  had 
the  support  of  the  corporation's 
bankers.  He  had  known  Mr. 
Walters  for  twenty-eight  yeara,  and 
had  previous  dealings  with  him,  all 
of  which  turned  out  satisfactory. 

George  A.  Bucklhi,  United  SUtes 
Consul  here,  testified  he  was  aware, 
through  the  United  States  Legation 
at  Ottawa,  that  a  fo-rnal  requisi- 
tion had  been  made  by  his  country 
for  the  extradition  Of  Mr.  Waltan 
and  his  son. 

At  the  afternoon  hcnrliiK  c  L, 
HarrLson.  who  l.s  rondiirtinK  llie 
ra.«;e  for  the  prcweciit inn.  presented 
both  Mr.  Tucker  and  Mr.  Colvln, 
who  aflOrmed  that  the  evidence 
heard  at  the  Inquiry  constituted 
grand  larceny  as  defined  in  the 
statutes  of  the  State  of  Waah- 
ington.

ftpeaMng  before  the  Klwanls  Club 
yesterday,  F.  Napier  Denison,  super- 
hitandat  of  thaMeUBretogleal  Ob- 
servatory here,  gave  an  tntereating 

account  of  the  In.strument*  which 
were  in  use, at  the  Oonzales  station, 
coupling  with  It  scientific  informa- 
tion relative  to  earthquakes.  There 
had  been  in  oommisslon  In  Victoria 
selsmograplis  since  1898.  The  only 
one  that  preceded  It  In  Canada  was 
the  one  in  Toronto  tl^sCalled  the 
year  previous  to  that. 

There  had  been  recorded  by  the 
Instruments  hete  44NW  earthquakes 
from  all  parts  of  the  world.  There 
were  two  Instruments  installed  here, 
the  latest  being  one  of  the  Milne- 
Shaw  type,  representing  the  last  gift 
of  Professor  Milne  to  the  nation. 
This  was  a  most  delicate  one.  and 
Mr.  Denlson  pointed  out  that  this 
was  Illustrated  by  the  fact  that 
while  the  Instrument  was  placed  on 
a  solid  cement  base  resting  In  turn 
on  the  soUd  rock,  the  pressure  of 
the  hand  en  the  comer  of  the 
ceraeni  Moek  affected  the  Instru- 
ment. 

EARTHQUAKE  ZONE 
The  presence  of  the  .seismograph 
here  for  scientific  purposes  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  great  eartii- 
qiuke  zone  was  around  the  Pacific 
Ocean.  He  traced  the  sone  of  weak- 
ness which  passed  the  West  Coast  oi 
Vancouver  Island  on  up  to  Alaska, 
where  n  was  quite  In  evidence,  and 
down  the  Asiatic  Coart  to  the  Phil- 
ippines and  on  towards  Australia. 
It  crossed  to  South  America  and 
thence  up  to  C'^llfornla  Another 
branch  pnssed  ofT  the  A.slatic  Coast 
by  way  of  the  Himalaya  Moim 
and  on  to  Italy,  crossing  the  At- 
lantic to  the  West  Indies.  The  At- 
lantic had  another  branch.  In  which, 
when  the  Newfoundland  'quake  oc- 
curred a  few  yearn  ago,  twdve 
cables  eroaring  that  ooeaa  were 
broken. 

The  speaker  said  that  earthquakes 
were  confined  to  the  outer  crust  of 
the  earth,  which  represent.ed  about 
sixty  or  .seventy  miles  In  depth  over 
the  eartli  .s  surface  Below  that  the 
earth  appeared  from  scientific  In- 
vestigations to  be  fairly  permanent 
THREE  MAIN  TYPES 
In  receiving  record.s  of  'quakes 
three  main  type.s  of  waves  were  de- 
pended upon,  which  varied  in  the 
length  of  time  of  their  being  re- 
ceived. One  wa.s  the  primary, 
which  came  directly;  a  second  one 
was  known  as  the  transverse,  which 
took  Bonewhat  kingar.  while  a  thhrd 
came  around  by  the  surfaoe  of  the 
earth  fead  was  much  slower. 

Mr.  Denkna  qiwke  of  the  co- 
operation which  was  being  given 
him  In  attempts  to  find  out  some- 
thing of  the  relation  of  coal  mine 
disturbances  to  other  phennuiena.

The  r«port  at  the  Duff  Transportation  Com- 
mlMlon  says  that,  according  to  the  officials  of 
the  Canadian  National  Railways,  there  wua-  little 
or  no  direct  political  intorff nnce  by  Minlstt  rs 
ui4  Members  oX  Parliament  In  the  detailed  oper- 
atKms  of  the  rallwuy.  It  goes  on  to  say.  how- 
ever, that  "It  was  In  the  larger  sphoio  that 
political  considerations  led  to  unwise  and  un- 
necessary capital  expenditures,  the  result  of 
which  was  to  create  an  atmosphere  in  which  the 
ordinary  principles  of  commercial  operation  of 
the  railway  were  lost  sight  of."  The  year  1929 
la  taken  as  a  case  in  point.  That  was  on  the  eve 
of  the  last  Federal  election.   That  year  showed 
what  political  pressure  was  able  to  accomplish. 
Parliament  authorized  thirty  Canadian  National 
"requirements"  amounting  to  $192,000,000.  Actual 
expenditures  during  the  year  amounted  to  $113,- 
859,000  "without  taking  Into  account  the  refund 
of  maturing  securities  running  Into  $18,000,000. " 
The  net  Increase  in  the  funded  debt  of  the  Cana- 
dian National  Railways  due  to  the  public  for  the 
year  1929  wa.s  nearly  $145,000,000,  while  the  av- 
erage aimual  increase  for  the  preceding  six  years 
approodauttd  $»MO0O.

A  dNTRAL  BANK 


Mr.  Mackenzie  King  advocates  a  central  bank 
for  the  Dominion,  presumably  Government  mn 
trolled  and  directed.  The  Provincial  Liberal 
Party  of  British  Columbia  has  endorsed  the  idea. 
Needless  to  say  it  ha.s  the  bles.sing  of  Mr.  J.  S. 
Woodsworth,  the  leader  of  the  Commonwealth 
Party;  In  fact  Mr.  Woodsworth  advocated  such 
an  Institution  by  motions  in  Parliament  on  three 
ocra.sions  in  the  past.  Mr.  Woodsworth  now 
find.s  himself  in  agreement  with  the  Liberals  in 
the  Federal  House.  No  doubt  he  will  be  anxious 
to  give  thorn  hla  aupport  la  other  moaturea  as 
well. 

Ur.  Mackenzie  King  has  not  defined  what 
tho  functions  of  a  central  bank  would  be:  neither 
Jias  Mr.  Woodsworth.    Both,  however,  are  of 
opinion  tJiat  It  would  be  an  organisation  for  the 
ext/'n.slon  of  credit.    In  other  words,  it  would 
provide  an  opportunity  of  facilities  for  a  larger 
number  of  people  throughout  the  Dominion  to 
mortgage  their  future  to  a  greater  degree  than 
they  have  in  the  past.  The  idea  underlying  the 
suggestion  advanced  by  Mmts.  Maekensie  King 
and  Woodsworth  is  that  the  taxpayers  should  be 
the  security  for  credit  advanced,  instead  of,  as 
at  present  prevails,  the  lodflnt  of  coOatoral 
with  a  bank.    The  taxpayers  ag  a  mass  are  not 
well  versed  in  banking  business.  It  la  a  specious 
ory  that  the  ioareoo  of  credit  can  bo  loosened 
up  by  government  111  action.   No  doubt  It  will  win! 
votes.    These  votes,  however,  wlU  come  diiefly' 
from  those  who  do  not  foot  tho  eoaatry*a  taxa- !

Mr  Buxbaum  was  singularly  for- 
tunate in  havmg  Uie  support  of  such 
an  active  body  of  young  peofde,  for 
although  he  came  to  the  etty  a  com- 
plete stranger,  In  the  muirteal  aenae, 
he  had  an  audlenee  such  as  many 
musicians  of  great  reputation  might 
have  envied  In  times  like  the  pres- 
ent. Undoubtedly  a  thoroughly  ex- 
perienced ciinceri  player,  thoroughly 
at  home  at  the  piano  and  before  an 
audience,  he  has  much  to  his  ad- 
vantage, quite  apart  from  his  play- 
ing, In  being  able,  In  the  modem 
commarelal  phnae.  "to  put  It  over." 
Tliat  he  Is  genvlnely  gifted  few 
people  who  heard  him  last  night 
can  doubt,  for  he  has  In  his  hands 
almost  unique  powers  for  produci:ig 
great  tone,  and  a  virtuosity  which.

Ttw  Diekans  Fellowship  of  thus 
city  listened  on  Monday  to  an  ap- 
preciation of  the  work  of  Charles 
Dickens  by  W  B  Lanlgan.  The 
speaker  traced  the  life  of  Dickens, 
who  had  been  n-ared  in  poverty 
and  WAS  unable  to  Join  in  the  sports 
of  the  boys  of  his  own  age.  He  had 
no  companions  except  the  creations 
of  his  own  imagination,  said  Mr 
Lanlgan.  Tbm  novels  of  Diokens 
gave  a  woodarfttl  croaa  saottan  ot 
the  JUe  fNBB  the  highest  to  the 
lowest  of  Ma  tlmaa.  Ttaase  writa^s 
comprised  the  tniaai  hktonr  «f  Ibe 
life  of  those  times. 

Dickens  was  ever  the  cluuaplon 
I  of  the  down-trodden,  and  the  ad- 
vHiUaKe.s  that  the  poor  had  now 
in  that  country  \\u\  due  in  large 
mea-sure  to  the  wnting.s  of  Dickens 
and  the  elTect  that  they  had  unOn 
the  reforming  of  the  laws  of  fiBMk 
country,  he  sUted.  . 

Many  who  Iia4  nevar  sen  Eng- 
land knew  the  London  of  his  time, 
with  ita  mean  streets  «nd  its  pal- 
aeaa  and  the  other  contraries  that 
existed  there  through  the  writings 
of  Dickens.  The  same  ariplied  to 
the  countrysides  of  England,  which 
had  become  familiar  to  the  world 
through  the  wonderful  writings  of 
titfa  novelist. 

ADVICE  ON  BBADINO 
Dean  Qualnton,  who  disclaimed 
being  a  Dickens  student,  but  who 
said  he  was  a  Dickeijs  admirer, 
spoke  upon  reading.  He  declared 
that  the  object  of  reading  was  to 
gain  the  experience  ol  others.  In 
this  Way  It  was  possibl'?  to  live  with 
those  who  had  seen  more  and 
tliought  more  than  themselves. 

In  ofTerlng  advice  as  to  reading, 
the  speaker  asserted  that  tha  rule 
to  follow  was  •Yead  what  interests 
you.  If  you  read  trash,  you  think 
trash."  said  tha  Daan.  "If  you 
think  trash,  yon  become  tra.sh  • 

He  was  surmise  that  tliere  were 
not  more  private  reading  elttba  in 
the  city  of  Victoria.
